A GLOOMY VIEW. 


Governor Hogg Has His Say As 


to the Future. 


AUSTIN, July 18.—Governor Hogg was 


presented with a gold watch today by 
officers of the state militia, and in his 
response took a gloomy view of the 
future. He predicted that within six 
weeks martial law would be declared in 
California, 
Kansas, 
Colorado 
and 


Illinois, and that the Anarchists in Chi- 
cago would mo dynamite and.spatter 
the lofty building1* of tho city with the 
hearts, lungs and livers of its citizens, 
He alluded to President Cleveland hav- 
ing ordered troops there and Judge 
Cooley'B letter commendatory of the 
act, and said he felt humiliated over it, 
as it waa a dangerous invasion of state 
rights that had not been done before 
since I860. Tho Governor predicted n 
great revolution soon, and the possible 
dismemberment of the great republic, 
unless a foreign war diverts attention 
from national dissatisfaction.

Ross this morning found John Howarth 
and Engineer Martin Kelly guilty of 
contempt of court for violating the in- 
junction at Barstow and sentenced each 
to eight months in jail. The severity of 
the sentence was a surprise to many, it 
being thought that as this was the first 
conviction for violation of the injunction 
tho sentence would he light. 


Railroads to Combine. 


CHICAGO, July 18.—It is stated that 


the railroads of the country are consid- 
ering plans for an organization similar 
to the General Managers Association, 
which conducted the strike for them. 
They think the same harmony which 
•was shown in fighting the strikers can 
be utilized in keeping up rates and re- 
ducing expenses.

GRAND JURY AND PLATFORM 


SPURNED. 


The late grand jury made a (suggestion 


in regard to tbo erection of B suitnble 
house on Hie poor farm owned by the 
county lor the care of indigent*, or- 
puanH and wayward children, which ap- 
parently mat with general public appro- 
bation. The euggOBtion was clearly in 
the line of economy, end certain mem- 
bers ol the Board ol SupcrvisorB' arc 
known to have expressed themfielvcB 
very utronely at that time in favor of the 
plan iind the accompanying Bupgefltion 
that the amount necessary to construct 
such bollding should be appropriated 
from the large surplus in the general 
road fund above the amount required 
lor the maintcnace of the roade. Tlie 
following is * copy of that portion of 
the grand jury report relating to thl» 
important matter: 


We believe that it would be a great 


saving to the county if'» suitable houee 
was erected on the poor farm for the 
maintenance and cire of Indigents, or- 
phans and wayward children. On in- 
vestigation we find, that a monthly cost 
el over $1300 ii required to care for the 
above peiuonn. ffe find that there ie 
a surplus in the general road fund ol 
.several thousand dollare in excess ot 
what IB reanircd (or the roada. Now we 
believe that it would be wieo it the 
eupervieora 
woiilVl erert a 
suitable 


building lor the care and support of the 
above mentioned, which we think can 
be done at a much less expense to tlie 
county than under the present system. 


In view ol the eminently practical 


nature of this suggestion, the apparent 
unanimity of public Hcntiment and the 
open approval expressed by members oi 
the board, it was believed to be as good 


UK settled that the surplus in the genera1 


fund would be made to subserve the in 
teresta of economy in the manner out- 
lined. But such did not prove to be the 
caee. To the contrary the suggestion of 
the grand jury was entirely ignored and 
the whole tnrpluB has been divided up 
among certain memberfl of the board to 
be spent upon rcada which are already 
seriously overworked if tlie money spent 
upon them ie an indication of 
the

est for Fruit Packing. 


It has been claimed that white girls 


and wfimen cannot pack pears as well 
as the Chincae can. This assertion ia 
disputed. 
Aaron Noble says that tho 


claim that certain girls in a Fresno 
packing house matting only 60 cents a 
day on & scale of 5 cents a box does not 
make a very good showing beside the 
record of the girls at Fowler working for 
Mr. Lewis. There arc ten pirls packing 
peare for Mr. .Lewis at $1.25 per diem, 
he furnishing room and board, and 
they average thirty boxes a clay. On 
the basis of ft cents a box paid to the 
Fresno girls this would give them $1.50 
a day. Mr. Noble says that last year 
eight Rirla working at A. B. Butler's, 
with two white men to wait on them, 
packed more fruit than twenty China- 
men waiting on themselves.

The Secretary of the Interior'* Re- 


ply to a PoUUoii From 


Fresno. 


For some months there has been a 


iope among thu stockmen of this part 
of California, that sheep would be "per- 
mitted to range in the national parks of 
Yosemite, Sequoia and General Grant 
during tho dry season of the year j but 
that hope has now ended, and the same 
rules will be enforced there this year as 
lust. 


In the latter part of March of this 


year, when it was eeen that the usual 
winter rains had failed, a petition to 
congress was signed by the bankers of 
Fresno and by nearly all the county ofii- 
:ere, asking that the rules governing 
the reservations be suspended in-ao- 
much as might be necessary to allow 
sheep, cattle and horses to eat the wild 
feed going to waste in those parks, for 
this bi) miner only. 


The latter petition wan lorwarded to 


Representative W. W. Bowers, accom- 
panied by a letter from Dr. Chester 
Rowell, on April 5th. Tho letter re* 
quested Congressman Bowers to see in 
person that the petition reached its des- 
tination, and also suggested that a word 
to the secretary of war, or of the inte- 
rior,or whoever had charge of the parks, 
would be well, and might contribute to 
the chance of success. 


Mr. Bowers sent the petition to the 


secretary of tho interior on April 23d, 
&nd he received reply on June 23d. 
In 


the communication the secretary of the 
:nterior says: 


"In response to the petition I have the 


honor to state that after careful consid- 
eration thereof in connection with nu- 
merous protests received from reliable 
persons in California against the grant 
of such petition, and the averse reports 
of the acting superintendents of the re- 
spective parks to whom the matter was 
referred, the 
conclusion 
has been 


reached that it is not advisable to grant 
the privilege requested. Furthermore, 
to permit the occupancy of the lands 
For such purpose would be in direct 
violation of the regulations prescribed 
tor the government of said parks, ae 
well as the acts of congress approved 
September 25, 1880, and October 21, 
1890, respectively, under which said 
regulations were promulgated and the 
lands set apart as a park and forest res- 
ervation. 
In this connection it is 


proper to add that the department has 
at no time been disposed to interfere 
with private interests therein, and own* 
era of patented lands within the bound- 
aries of the eiiid parks have never been 
denied the right to graze stuck upon 
their own lands, provided the metes und 
bounds thereof 
were lirst properly 


marked and defined, and the stock 
Laken thereto over the park lands, under 
the supervision of the acting superin- 
tendent."

eastern niarkcts, and thereby obtain a 
more satisfactory price for the same. 


The grower who said "I am out," and 


wilitoiit of the meeting and withdrew 
Ilia signature from the combine luwntise 
lie Haimt'd he could not give ilio $501} or 
$1000 dii-iik to pack or sell his raisins 
ncied very foolishly, in view of the ex- 
perience of the last few years. 


You growers who hang back in join- 


ing the i.'ouiMnc bccaiifo POUIC packer 
who does not like to join and give the 
cortiliod dii-uk lias told yon he will buy 
raisins in the sweat-box, if you take 
stock in thu fjweiit-box pucker's prom- 
ise instead of the State of California 
Ufii'ain Growero* and Packers* company, 
yon will surely get gloriously fooled, 
ind who n tliu fool-killer comes into the 
San Joiiijuiii valley he will give you a 
call, and don't you forget it. 


No aauo niul reasonable grower will 


raise tin objection against joining the

holder, whether ho lias a 5 or 000-acrc 
vineyard, can cast but one vote for elect- 
ing an ofliccr of the company.
